Two persons were killed and 
eleven injured. Sz ot the latter aresaid to 
be fatally burt.

LATER. 

The Dret section of the Western express was 
detained bya freight wreck near New Florence 
Station. The second section was following 
close up and when the firet train pulled out, 
the second was deld up in the block to allow 
the preceding train to get ahead. The third 
section of the Western express came thunder- 
ing along at a high rate of epeed and crashed 
into the rear car ofthe second section. This 
oar ie said to have been the Washington, D. 
©., sleeper and was well filled with passen- 
gers. All the killed and injured were in this 
car. A special engine and car with several 
physicians on board wag sent from this city to 
the scene of the wreck immediately after the 
report reached the city.

The Ethiopia“ Rough Voyage. 


New Ton, Nev. 14.—The Anchor Line 
steamship Ethiopia arrived frem Glasgow 
yesterday morning aftera roughtrip. After 
leaving Moville, Ireland, where she stops to 


take on passengers, she bad a continuation of 
te:rific gales from west and west-nortbeast to 
the Grand Baske. There was a high cross 
sea, in which the port and starboard life- 
boats were carried away, the salle torn and 
other damage done. A passenger on the 
Ethiopia said: ‘‘We were all disap- 
pointed in the fret place, because, in- 
stead of the Furnessia, which had been 
advertised, at the last moment we 
were put on board the Ethiopia, a smalier and 
older vessel. The first day out the wind 
fresbened, and the ship began to pitch and 
roll In the heavy cross sea. We were able to 
make only about 110 miles a day up to the 
fourth day. Nearly everybedy on board was 
sea-sick. At noon of the fourth day out a 
wave smashed inthe ekylights, deluging the 
saloon with water anda bailstorm of flying 
giass. Many berths were flooded, and the 
music room was turned into as aquarium. 
Toward night the wind and waves increased, 
and the hurricane deck was buried most 
of the time in dashing waves and . spray. 
At7:30 that night a great sea boarded the 
ship, carrying away two life-boats, the sails 
on both sides, the binanacie and ventilators, 
and throwing a quartermaster against a bulk- 
head, injuring bim severely. Below every- 
thing was in confusion. It was impossible to 
eat supper in safety, even with double plate 
racks on the table. Many passengers were 
thrown down and bruised severely. The 
next day the foretop-gailiant mast and fore- 
stay sall were carried away. For nearly a 
week the decks were not free from water.

States Atterney Longenecker Be- 
lieves O'Sullivan Will Make 
an Open Confession. 


It Was Made to His Friends at 
the Time of the Trial. 


O’Saullivag Wanted te Repeat It to Judge 
MoCennellin Court, But Was Prevented 
By Mie Attorneys—If the Toeman Se- | 
cures & New Trial He Will Ge on the 
Stand as a Witmess forthe State, Other-

Oma, III., Nov. 14.—The Evening Journal 
this afternoon publishes a story in regard 
to the alleged confession of Patrick 
O’Sallivan, now serving his sentence in 
the State Penitentiary for complicity in the 
murder of Dr. Cronin, to the effect that Sul- 
livan’s confession was made to bis friends at 
the time of the trial, and that since the 
trial State’s Attorney Longenecker has come 
inte possession of these facts and many 
others. The fact is recalied that atone time 
during the trial O’ Sullivan arose from his seat 
amongithe etherprisoners and asked the Judge 
for permission to speak to bim; that Judge 
McOCoppell, supposing be wanted to make 
some objection in connevtion with the 
proceedure, refused him permission to speak, 
saying to bim that his lawyers were the ones 
to do the talking for him. The attorneys for 
the defense gathered around him and 
Hually persuaded him to remain silent. It 
now appears that O’ Sullivan w»nted to make 
a confession then and there. The story goes 
on to say that the State’s attorney now knows 
teat O'Sullivan was, as. his friends claim, a 
dupe from the beginning, merely supposing 
that he wasto be an instrament for securing 
from Dr. Cronin papers damaging to the Irish 
cause, but with no idea that the doctor 
would be hurt. The States Attorney believes 
that is any case O'Sullivan will make the 
confession openly; that if he secures 
a new trial he will goon the stand as a wit- 
ness for the State, and falling in this he will 
make a confession in the hope of a pardon or 
commutation of sentence. 


A Cewardily Conspiracy.

In 
this article Prof. Koch says that he is, as yet, 
unprepared to indicate the source from 
which the curative matter is derived. Neither 
is he ready to explainthe method of prepara- 
tion. The reason be gives is that the experi- 
mental work has not yet been brought to 
completion. He states, however, that the 
curative lymph itself can now be obtained from 
Dr. Libbertz, whose address is No. 28 Luene- 
berger Strasse, Berlin. The lymph is de- 
scribed as consisting of a brownish trans- 
parent liquid. It isso prepared as to be proof 
against deterioration. When, however, it is 
diluted with water to the necessary 
Gegree for use, the matter is Iiable 
to decay. Itis necessary, therefore, that the 
attenuations should be perfectly sterilized by 
heat and preserved in wadding covering or 
prepared with a solution of phenott 50 per 
centage strong. When taken Into the stomach 
the curative matter seems to have no effect. 
It must be applied subcutaneously by means 
of a valveless syringe. The kind of syringe 
recommended By Prof. Koch is one furnished 
with a small hollow rubber ball. This syringe 
approved itselt to him during his bactilerio- 
logicalexperiments. Its merit ie that it can 
be easily and surely rinsed with absolute 
alcohol and kept ina perfectly antiseptic con- 
dition. In thousands of cases, he says, where 
it has been used for subcutaneous injections, 
nota single abscess resulted. 


Persecution of Koman Catholics, 


ET. PETERSBURG, Nov. 14.—A bitter perseeu- 
tion of Roman Catholics is raging in the 
western provinces of Russia. The govern- 
ment of Kieff has ordered that no new Roman 
Catholic churches shall be built and that 
churches now standing shall not be repaired. 
Many churches are closed by the authorities 
on the pretext of being out of repairand 
dangerous, Priests have been warned not to 
seek to make converts from the Greek ortho- 
dox religion, and Dominican munks have 
been expelied from Ostiog. 


Slavery in Zauz bar. 


LONDON, Nov. 14.—Advices from Zantidar 
state that the Sultan’s decree abolishing the 
slave trade is almost a dead letter, the Arabs 
persisting in the traffic under the very eyes of 
the authorities. A British crulser pursned 
and captured a slave dhow which had been 
loaded in opea dayandrun out of Zanzibar 
under cover of darkness. The Arab crew 
made some resistance and one was shot and 
the others driven into the sea. The slaves 
were liberated.

DOowWNED BY OUTSIDERS. 


AMFRICAN FIRE INSURANCR COMPANIES 
INJURED BY ENGLISH COMPETITION. 


Several Small Heme Concerns Forced Out 
of the Business by Leow Rates Made by 
the Fereigners—The Question ef Protec- 
tion Against the English Companies 
New York Insurance Men Aroused. 


New Tonk, Nov. 14.—There was a stir 
among fire insurance companies in this city 
vesterdey, especially among those concerns 
doing a purely local business, as it was re- 
ported that ene or two of the smaller of them 
were about to follow inthe footsteps of the 
Knickerbooker and Guardian and go out of 
business also. Insurance men are particu- 
larly reticent, however, on the subject of pro- 
tection of American against English compa- 
nies, unless they are assured that what they 
say will not appear over their names, for the 
reason that there now exists a 
friendly interchange of business between 
the English companies and the American, the 
former giving theirexcess of business where 
they have friends among the latter. There- 
fore, for the presilent of an American com- 
pany to come out openly as an advocate for 
legislative protection against foreign com- 
panies would perhaps result unfavorably to 
his particular company. One president of an 
American company said yesterday to a re- 
porter that he thought several small Ameri- 
can companies would soon go tothe wall, as 
it was apparent thatthe action taken by the 
Knickerbocker and the Guardian Fire Insur- 
ance Companies was well advised. 

*‘*The st ckholders In a number of small 
companies have been looking patiently for 
dividends for the last three years, be added, 
‘*but they have looked in vain,and from pres- 
ent indications I should say that they will 
continue to look in vain. Insurance business 
in New York does not pay. 

THE RATES ARE TOO LOW. 

But you are all scrambiing to secure risks 
at the present rates, are you not?“ asked the 
reporter. 7 

No, we are not, replied the despondent 
President; at least some of us are not, and 
the company I represent does not care to take 
risks in Brooklyn property at all, as tne Eu- 
Elis companies are driving us out of the 
business in this city. Ican’t see anything 
but retirement for our small local insurance 
companies, as it seems to be @case of rule or 
ruin among our English rivals, who are out- 
ting rates daily, and tomy knowledge some 
of them are losing money here for the pur- 
pose of securing trade and driving us 
out of the business. I certainly 
belleve in protection ugainst foreign capital, 
and I think the press would do a good thing 
to advocate it. 

The President of one of the larger American 
companies said: ‘‘We do favor protection to 
American capital, but we can’t, Iam glad to 
say, recall any appalling tacts as to the detri- 
ment we have received from our English 
rivals. Our company is doing well, increas- 
ing its business and making money, but I 
know that many small compunies must go out 
of business before long, as to stay in it is to 
lose money. The insurance business is 
dead. Some will succeed at it, some 
will fail, and 1 am rsonally in- 
clined to think the riv of English 
companies has been healthy for American 
incurance. Americans were once content to 
do conservative business, and the manage- 
ment of our companies was 

A LAZY MAN’S JOB. 

It was well paid and did not require much 
work, but to-day it ie very different. Some 
American companies are bdulilding up their 
capital to secure public confidence, and the 
management of our work requires the keen- 
est business talent. 

Another President said: ‘*These English 
companies are eating up our business. They 
come over here witb a portion of their assets 
and make a laim for partieular 
contre on account of their big English cap- 
ial. hese companies cannot take risks over 
a certain amount, and get over the difficulty 
by re-insuring in other English companies 
that will often take risks at a lover figure 
than the branch offices here. Thus English 
companies doing business in Eagiand and 
without even a branch in America can afford 
to Insure at lower figures than we do, for 
their exvenses are less. 

Ihe books ofthe Knickerbocker Fire Insur- 
ance Co. and the Guardian Ineurance Co. 
were being examined 8 by a numder 
of experts, but no definite offer has been made 
for their risks yet. ntil this item of reinsur- 
ance is proven no statement of assets and 
liabilities will be issued by either company.

THE SMOKK NUISANCE. 
The smoke nuisance has passed beyond 


be regarded properly as a factor gravely 
deleterious to the well-being of citizens. 

The disfomfort occasioned by the pres- 
ence of smoke and sgot in the atmosphere 
is a matter of experience with all St. 
Loulsans. The elements bave made eter- 
nal vigilance the price of personal neat- 
ness; they have injured clothing and in- 
creased household expenses; they have 
| been a source of constant loss and 


expense to merchants. It does not 
require demonstration to convince 
anyone that the smoke which 


is belched out of chimneys contains a 
large per cent of unconsumed coal and 
that thus costly fuelis wasted. Economy 
in all of its aspecte urges the adoption of 
some method by which the smoke shall 
be consumed. The fair reputation of the 
city also requires it. 

Finally, physicians agree that breath- 
ing smoke and soot is hurtful to health, 
inflames the membranes of the head, 
throat and lungs and aggravates pul- 
monary affections. Thus considera- 
ions of comfort, economy and health 
demand the clearing of the atmosphere 
from smoke and soot. We are in the 
position of people who foolishly suffer ills 
for which the remedy is at hand. 

The problem is capable of easy solution, 
and, until a satisfactory result has been 
reached, city officials and citizens should 
not cease their efforts to encompass it.

The Murderer of Sheriff Cranmer 
of Boonville Lodged in the 
St. Louis Jail. 


He Tells of the Chase After Him, 
and Bzpresses Fears That He 
Will Be Lynched. 


Now He Threw the Bleed Hounds Off His 
Scent— His Stery of the Killimg of Cran- 
mer—-He Will Make Au Appeal te the 
Governer for FProetection—Bensiey, He 
Says, Was Not Culpable—A Noted Crim- 
inal and His Escapes. 


Jobn Oscar Turlington, the murderer of 
Sheriff Jonn Cramer of Cooper County, Mo., 
is now locked up in the holdover at the Four 
Courts. The man’s life career is a series of 
crimes from petit larceny tothe daring deed 
which bas condemned him to deata. The 
prisener never expects te die by process of 
law. 

Turlington killea Sheriff Cramer on June lé 
last. A vwargrant wanderer from his Ken- 
tucky home, he last March found himseif 
penniless in a smalltown near Sedalia. He 
was anxious to make his way East and 
boarded a freight train, secreting himself in 
one of the cars. A brakeman discovered him 
while the train was in Cooper County and or- 
dered him to jump. Grown desperate through 
hunger and hardship, Turlington drew his 
revolver and fredashot at the Drakeman’s 
head. The ball missed ite mark. Turlisgton 
jumped from the train and made his escape. 
He was arrested the following day and lodged 
in the Cooper County Jail at Boonville to 
await trial on the charge of assault with in- 
tent to kill. 

THE KILLING OF GHERIFF ORAMER. 

On the night of June M4 the prisoner escaped, 
leaving the jail over the body of the Sheriff in 
charge. Turilegton was allowed the liberty 
of the corridors to a great extent, his desper- 
ate nature never fora moment being sus 
pected. Sheriff Cramer was alone in the 
jallthatevening. It came time for the lock- 
the celis. As Cramer drew 
out bis keys Turlington produced 
* revolver. The men exchanged 
shots, end Cramer fell, wounded in the abde- 
men, and tye foliow ing day he died. Turling- 


ton was captured about ten miles from Boon- 
ville. At bis trial it was shown that a simpie- 
minded coy named Hensiey, who had been 
confined in the jail for a short 
time forthe commission of a misdemeanor, 
had been so influenced by Turlington that he 
had, upon his release, secured a revolver and 
passed it Into the window of Taurlington's cell 
the night before. Turlington wus convicted 
of murder inthe first degree and sentenced 
to be banged on Sept. 17. His attorneys took 
the esse to the State Supreme Court, where 
the section is vet peading. 

On the nicht of Nov. 1 Turlington again 
escaped. The people af Cooper aaty had 
the prisoner 


several times massed to lync 

and the delay occasioned by the appeal to the 
Supreme Court was having its effect. 
Turlington realized that in event 
that the decision of the Cooper 
Cousty Court was reversed he 
mob would take the law into ite hands. Ao- 


cordingly he fixed a dummy in his cell, re- 
moving the greater rt of his clothing to 
complete the deception. Sfeereting himeelf 
in an unused cell he waited unt 
the guards had nde „ final round. 
Then be slipped out throvgh the corridors. 
Finding the keys in thé outside door be made 
bie way te the street and was free. In less 
than an bour the town of Boonville was up 
in arms. Late as was the bour 
posse after se of men saddied 
their bherses and made tor the country round 
about to guard the roads. For s week tuis strict 
search was continued butthe fugitive could 
not be found. 
CAUGHT IN KENTUCKY. 

On Nov. 12, however, the welcome tidings 
was received at Boonville that the 
murderer bad deen caught in Kentucky. It 
was known thatthe man had many relatives 
and friends in the State, and that officers of 
every small town had Deen notified to be on 
the watch. The frewards, amounting as they 
de to over $1,300, were enough 
every Man on bis guard and Turiin 
placed behind the bare at Caseyville, 
tucky. The Boonville authorities could hard- 
ly believe their good fortune when first ap- 
prised of the arrest. A littie later, however, 
came a telegram as follows: 


A. Hornbeck, Sherif, Boonville, Mo 

Jam captured. Please ask your Deputy Sheriffs 

and officers to have me protected from the mob. 
OHN Oscar TURLINGTON. 

Sheriff Hornbeck at once went to Jefferson 
City and obtained the proper requisition 
papers. He then went to Frankfort, Ky., 
to have the papers honored. His deputy, W. 
L. Spaher, started direct to Caseyvilie to hold 
the prisoner until Hornbeck’s araival. It ap- 

ars, however, that Turlinxton’s captors 

came alarmed that they would lose the 
reward if they let their prisoner 
gO out of their hands and having 
obtained Turiingtose’s consent, started with 
the man to Boonville. At Evansville, Ind., 
they encountered Spaher, whe demanded the 
prisoner. He bad no papers, however, and 
was refused. Spaher then came on with the 
Kehtueky wen to this city. 

The quartette arrived in St. Louis at 7:30 
o’cleck this morning over the Louisville & 
Nashville road. Breakfast was eaten in a 
restaurant ager the Union Depot and Tur- 
liugton was then placed in the holdover at 
the Four Courts. There he was seen by a 
PosT- DISPATCH representative, 

TURLINGTON TALES. 

Turlington is asmai! man, rather — in 
bulld and with a seanty beard covering his 
regular features. His eyes are gray and glitter 
in a determined manger. His general appear- 
ance, however, is that of a farmer, not a 
desperado. In answer toa question he said: 

„es, Lam John Oscar Turlington, or rather 
what there ia left of me. I've had a pretty 
rough time of it for a couple of weeks, can 
tell vou. ; 

Being asked to tell his story the prisoner, 
who is a glib taiker, went on:

The Proposed Meeting of Western Railread 
Presidents at Bashir Mergan’s Hesi- 
dence—An Advance of Rates to a Remu- 
merative Basis Demanded—The Inter- 
state Commerce Association Pewerless . 
Lecal News. 


Nuw Yorn, Nov. 14.--The problem of how 
to solve the contsoversies of the railways 
west of Chicago. so as to ena bie them to se- 
cure profitable and permanent rates, has, the 
Tribune says, been under consideration by 
bankers and railroad men fora long time. 
The recent severe declines in prices of stocks 
bave so affected many leading shareholders in 
the Granger roads that they are again 
calling for another exertien of the power of 
bankers that was exemplified two years ago 
in the formatien of the Interstate Commerce 
Association. That association was preceded 
by tie so-called Gentlemen's Agreement, 
the credit for which bas long been given to J. 
Pierpont Morgan of Morgan, Drexel & Co. 
There are now heard loud demands for Mr. 
Morgan to take the initiative in organizing a 
under- 


mew association, and he is 
stood to be consulting with fellow- 
bankers * to the dest steps 


for bringing the Western rallroad presidents 
together. Ihe recent rumors of acali for 
conference at Mr. Morgan's house in this cit 
have been premature. Is is even doubtfai if 
such a meeting will be beld. It may be — 
sible to accomplish the desired result without 
such a meeting. Mr. Morgan yesterday de- 
precated toe much discussion of the subject 
at present. Vice-President Sykes the 
Chicago & Northwestern and Vice-President 
Bond of the Chicago, Milwaukee & st. Paul 
roads both said that they knew of no contemp- 
lated meeting and did not expect any early 
special visit — the Presidents of their re- 
spective companies. 
af meeting will be called for the first week 
in December at Chicago of the executive of- 
ficera of the Northwestern, the Southwestern 
and the Western Freight Associations for the 
purpose ef éndeasvorizg to advance rites to a 
remunerative dale. If successful, this con- 
ference may obviate the necessity of intrad- 
ing upon Mr, Morgan’s bospitality here. 
There are many Wall street men who beileve 
that purchases have been made of stocks en 
the week’s break in values whieh affect 
in ownership that will 

to harmonize the conflicting 
interests. Out of this belief grew the rumors 
that Jay Gould was in control of the Union 
Pacific. It is conceded, bowever, that more 
than such a transaction would be needed to 
re-estabiieh the Interstate Association, which 
is nomipaliy existent, but ie without power to 
prevent the cutting of rates. 

Trunk lime officiais in discussing the pre- 
1 poeee admit that it would be a reform

How a similar 
result of any new argeement can be avoided 
will be a question to discuss at any meeting of 
either railroad men or bankers, or both 
elasses of men interested in the properties.

An Interesting Talk With the Distinguished 
Prelate About the Aims cf the lustitu - 
tiee—The Hitler Meetings—A New 
Church at Webster Grovec—The Arch- 
bishep’s Residence—Beligious Notes. 


The Rt. Rey. Bishop John J. Keane, rector 
of the Catholic University of Washington 
at Washington, D. C., arrived in the olty yes 
terday, and will remain here 
until Tu uro day of mext weer with 
Archbisbop Kenrick and Vicar-General 
Brady. Bishop Keane. is visiting the oſty in 
the interest of the great institution of which 
he isthe head, end he will be warmly re- 
ceived by tre clergy and Catholics on his first 
appearance in  publiic. Bishop Keane 
ie a native of Ireland. He was 
born in the County of Donegal 
in 1639 and came to this country when a child. 
He passed through 8. Charlies College of 
Maryland and finished his theological course 
at St. Mary’s Seminary in Baltimore, where 
he was ordained a priest and served tweive 
years as pastor of St. Patrick’s Church. He 
was made Bishop of the diocese of Richmond 
in August, 1878, and remained there 
uhtil a year ago, when called upon 
to take charge of the University. 
He has «iven up the remainder of bie lite to 
the building up of the institution which will 
in the near future be one of the createst 
places of learning in the United States. The 
object of the Bishop's visit, which he wishes 
to be generally knewn, is to arouse an inter- 


st in the University and secure support — it

„Jam Ing to complete end organize the 
faculty of divinity in the Usiwersity,’’ be 

said this morning, and hope to do so within 
the next year. When the University opened 
— yoar ago we were cem pelied 
to secure eur teachers from foreign 
countries, but we hope to be able 
to make the feculty thoroughiy American, 
We have three professors studying in the col- 
lege of Germany and Louvaine. We began 

with five regular and tbree assistant profes- 
— and bavesince addedtwo professors of 
common iaw and ecclesiastics. The three 
now preparing will take charge 
of the students of sacred script- 
ure, ecclesiastics and philosophy. 
We receive only post graduates and our 
teachers arethe picked men of the United 
Btates and we will soon de able to give stu- 
dents the highest possibile education in ail 
branches of the divinity. In two years we 
hope to be able to bave the facuity of divinity 
80 organized as to open the University to the 
laity, when we will teach philosophy, letters 
and the sciences. A young past gradeate can 
then secure the hlgbest education and at tbe 
same time coptinue the study of bis religion. 
No under graduate will be secepted and tbose 
who apply will be sent to tne Georgetown 
University, so you see we can never be a 
detriment to the Jesu it colleges of 
the country and those who have 
paseed through these oclieges will be admited 
tothe University. The time is ripe foran 
Institution of this kind. Catholic voung men 
need not goto calleges of ognoastics fora 
higher education, after we have cempleted 
our faculty. 

As it takes money to do almost everything 
the University finds it necessary to have 
funds and endowments. It its the first and 
Only inetitution of its kind im the Catholic 
Church, and its worth is not fully apwpre- 
Clate@d by the followers of the church. 
The influential men of the country, 
the bulwarkes of the State ana 
Government, are the profoundly learned 
men of colleges and institutions of this kind, 
long ago eatablished. The need of a college 
where ambitious, brilllant men may go and 
devote their lives and minds to situ Y. ts felt 
In the Catholic Church, and there is no time 
to be lost in establishing it. To do thie those 
whom nature endowed ‘with brilliant 
intellects should be placed beyond 
the responsibilities of making a living, and 
the Catbolice of the country should be 
enxious and willing to be able te contribute to 
such a grand and noble work. 

SOME SUBSCRIPTIONS, 

In Boston a coliection was begun some time 
ago, andina short while $118,000 was sub- 
ecribed. In the diocese of Philadeipbia a 
very imperfeet canvass brought 000 
more. New York already sub- 
ecribed $150,009 to the support 
oftbe university and the canvass bas really 
just begun. Chicago has subscribed $38,000, 
and in Detroit and the New England States 
preparations are being made for an active 
Canvases. The East is somewhat alive 
to the importance and need of the 
university, but the West seems disinter- 
ested and has practicatiy done nothing, 
the only handsome present being from a zen- 
tleman in Callforaia, who endowed the chair 
ofcommoniaw by a gift of $50,000. Seven 
chairs in the University have been similarly 
endowed and four or five still 
remain to doe We need en- 
dowmentese for fellowships which are 
placed at $20,000. apie es. We also 
need endowments for scbolarships tor young 
men. These are only $5,000 or $6,000, a sum 
considered sufficient fora perpetual ecbolar- 
ship. The West should take a hand in the 
work and I am here to sea what! can do to 
srouse interest in the representative Catholic 
University of the country. We have never 
taken up churoh collections and appeal only 
to those who have been biessed with good 
fortune.’’ 

The Bisbop, im speaking of his appearance 
before the faculty and atudente of Harvard 
College, said: It was one of the regulur en- 
dowed lectures. George Dudley, a very dis- 
tinguished lawyer in New England, who died 
about one bnndredand ifty vears axo,and who 
was a very bigoted Protestant, endowed Har- 
vard with a sum for four lectures each year, 
and according to bis set rule the oocasion on 
which I spoke was to be the time for a direct 
onsiaught on the Oatholic Chureh. The 
faculty, however, recognizing that time 
aod feelings bave cbhanyed ~~ then, 
kindly called on me and JI spoke on 
„Revealed Religion.*’ The church ves filled 
and I wae well received. After the lecture I 
spent two hours with the faculty discussing 
the Baten of my lecture, and was given are- 
ception.

Sales 
were heavy, but 
stocks were so read fly 
taken up that it was 
evident that a strong 
bull clique had been 
formed and tha; 
every effort would be 
made to maintain the 
market. Eariy ad- 
vices from London 
were to the effect that American stocks were 
only slightly weaker, and that while there 
was still a strin gency in the money market, 
the indications were that this would soon be 
relieved. 
MONEY FOR LONDON. 
TVo million pounds in gold were shipped 
to-day from Paris, and this sum will be 
banked to-morrow. Large sums were ex- 
pected from Russia and Germany, and it is 
expected by the early partof next week the 
pressure on the money market will be re- 
lieved. The remarkable feature of the de- 
pression in London that has had such a dieas- 
trous effect upon this market is that there 
have been no failures of any moment. This 
is regarded notso much as an indication that 
all the firms engaged in the brokerage busi- 
mess are able to meet their Habit 
ties as * proof that capitalists 
and brokers have formed a league 
to prevent the sale of large amounts of stock 
for theiraccount. While this has had an ex- 
cellent effect in sustaining prices it has done 
muck to increase the tightness of the money 
market. Under ordinary circumstances a 
large number of firms would have been 
obliged to suspend, and to keep them afloat 
tied up a very considerable amount of casb.

A Youthfal Huster Accidentally Killed bya

Mary Phelps commenced suit to-day 
in the East St. Louis City Court fora divorce 
from her husband, John Phelps, on the 
ground that he ie a convict.

the defendant at Decatur, III., onthe 7th of 
August, 1882, and lived with him until 1887, 
when he was convicted offelony and sent to 
the Chester penitentiarv.

THE CONTROVERSY OVER THE WATER 
WORKS CONTRACT CONTINUES. 


The Council Committee to Listen to Further 
Testimony This Afternoon—Maj. Murphy 
Makes a Statement—An Invitation Which 


2 Not Be Accopted—City Hall Mat- 
ers. 


The pumps will again this afternoon bea 
subject for debate before the Committee of the 
Council, and all who have spoken or have yet 
to speak on the subject will be present. The 
make up of the three opposing sides bas not 
changed in any way, andthe fight will con- 
tinue on the same iines as before. The 
Worthington Co. is enlisting all the engineer- 
ing talent it can get hold ofto urge its case. 
The other companies are reafly to keep up 
their ends. 

Mr. Holman said to-day: ‘‘I have prepared 
my answer to the statements of Col. Flad 
and Mr. Meler, which I will either read or 
submit to the committee. I don’t think that 
the Worthington Co. is doing just the fair 
thing in the Oght, as any engineering talent 
enlisted against them would not be consid- 
ered, as it would be said that it was enlisted 
by the disappeinted bidders. Iam fighting 
against big odds, but I know lam right and 
willdoalilcan to head off any further com- 
plications in this matter. 

COMMISSIONER MURPHY’S STATEMENT. 

Street Commissioner Murphy, in speaking 
ofthe matter of the engines’ contract this 
morning, said: ‘‘Ihave prepared no state- 
ment for the committee, and willaot prepare 
any. Ithink a great mistake will be made by 
the Council it the contract for the Worthing- 
ton engines is not approved. Ido not think 
there is an unprejudiced mechanical engineer 
in the United States to-day that 
would = risk his professional reputa- 
tion by saying that the Worthington englues 


if coustructed according to the general plane 
presented and the detailed plans that, under 
the specifications, must be made to couform 
to the views of the Water Comm issioner, and 
that, too, without one single cent of addi- 
tional cost to the city, would not perform the 
work required of them by Mr. Holman. Mr. 
Holman himself would never say so when I 
asked him the question. If he had 1 would 
have voted for the majority report. The most 
he would say was that he liked the general 
finish’ of the Reed machinery better than he 
did the Worthington. One word from him 
would bave secured a unanimous vote against 
awarding the contract, and we had aright to 
expect from him the same frankness tbat he 
exhibited on a former occasion when we 
voted to reject a comtract tor an engine 
that he said would not perferm the work de- 
manded of it. In that instance lin common 
with the other members voted against the 
minerity report of Col. Fiad, simply and 
solely because the Commissioner in whose 
department the engine was to be used told us 
it would not answer his purpose. Ihe minor- 
ity of the Doard who are fighting this con- 
tract will come outof the contest with less 
professional reputation than they had when 
they entered it. Holman must suffer no 
matter ho it turns. If the contract is ap- 
proved and the engines are iound to do the 
work, as I have no doubt they will be, 
he will be put ln a very ridiculous position 
before the whole body of mechanical 
engineers of the country, and if the 
contract is rejected he will be back 
where he was before he induced the board to 
adopt the scheme of advertising for designs 
and bids at the same letting. ib®re is not a 
man ip the employ of the city who can design 
plans for engines as good asthe Worthington 
or Reed patterns. Burset cannot, Holman 
cannot, nor isthere ap employe of the Water 
Department that can. The only recuurse left 
will be to purchase plans from outsiders, and 
Iam free to say that I think the whole scheme 
of oppositon to the Worthington contract was 
planned forthe purpose of allowing the pur- 
chase of the Reed designs. Persoually J don’t 
care whether the Worthington people get the 
contract or not. I voted with the two 
members of the board, who are as good 
engineers as Burnet or Holman and the 
only purpose any of the maj rity had was to 
savethe city and save thetreasury $40,000. 
It is ridicuious to try and stuff the intelligent 
members of tne Council wits the idea that 
changing the detalls of the general plans pre. 
sented by the Worthington people will cost 
the city $100,000. Under certain sections of 
the specifications they are compelled to pre- 
sont detailed plans that will conform to Mr. 
Holman’s views and those who voted for the 
contract under that belief and assurance 
think they will carry out in good faith the 
letter and spirit of the specifications. The St. 
Louis engines will be the largest and most 
powerful in the United States and it would 
ruin Worthington to practice any deception 
in carrying out the contract. I honestly 
think the company would rather sacrifice a 
half million dollars than to do 6. 


Will Haedly Be Accepted. 


Right in the face of his demand fora rebate 
of $500 Mr. Guenzbure asks the committee of 
the Council to visit Philadelphia and look 
over the works there. Ihe last time the 
Merz reduction people had something they 


wanted to go through the Assembly they took 
a party to St. Paul, and when their measure 
failed to pasa Mr. Guenzburg asked for $500 to 
pay his expenses, but so far bas not succeeded 
in getting it.

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COMPLAIN OF THE FOOD. 


UMTED STATES PRISONERS OBJECT TO THE 
FARE AT THE CITY Jalil. 


They Are Net Satisfied With Either the 
Quantity er Quality—Cemplaint Made 
by Them to Marshal Buchannan—Jaliler 
Callahan Courts Investigatien—What 
He Has to ay About Prisemer teren s 
Story. 


Several United Ssates prisoners who were 
confined inthe city jail pending their ar- 
raignment in the United States District Court 
recently have made complaint to UnitedStates 
Marsha! Buchannan about the food furnished 
im the city institution for criminais. The 
mames of the complainants are Thomas 
Stevens, Alfred Daugherty and Mendus 
Bishop. 

STEVENS’ sTORY. 

a prematurely old man, is 
cused of counterfeiting. He has 

one leg, and has found living an ex- 
ceedingly difficult matter for Many years. But 
he is by no means content with the fare at 

Hotel Callahan. He said: Our food is 
insufficient and of very poor quality. For 
breakfast we geta piece of bread about that 
size’’—one half of his very large hana—‘‘and 
piece of mest half the size of the bread, 
Jun some coffee- colored water. The meat is 
‘tough and tasteless. For dinner we get an- 
other piece of bread, the same size we had 
for breakfast, a small piece of meat, anda 
cup full of the water in which 
the meat was bolled. We get ne 
coffes, er imitation of it, for dinner. There is 
no supper. We are forced to go eighteen 
hours without food and then what we get is 
not enough to satisfy our hunger. After men 
have been in jall fora long time they get 80 


they don’t need so much, but it is mighty 
hard on us. The bedding is very unciean and 
there is vermin in every cell.’ 

Marsnal Buchanan told the men he would 
investigate the matter. He intended to go 
with them to jail, but other business pre- 
vented. Hesaid: ‘‘The United States pays 
40 cents per day for the care of each prisoner 
in the city jail. This sum is sufficient to pay for 
A properjuantity of good food I think,though 
I should mot expect to see the prisoners 
served with many dainties for that amourt. 
Other prisoners bave complained of the food, 
and I sent a note to the jailer. I shall look 
into this matter and see what basis there is 
for the complaints.’’ 

JATLOR CALLAHAN’S STATEMENT. 

Jailor Callahan was seen in regard to the 
complaints and said: 

‘*l court an Investigation as to the condi- 
tion of the city jail. Almost every 
Grand-jury goes through the institution 
and never yet since I have been in charge 
Dave the members found any fault with the 
food and management. I understand that 
the United States prisoners taken into 
court on Monday complained to 
Marshal Buchanan and I have been 
expecting a visit from that official ever since. 
Yesterday I wentover to the Custom house 
to see why he did not investigate and was in- 
formed that be was out of the 
elty. The chief complaint came 
from Thomas Stevens. I will say in 
the first place that Stevens being a cripple 
was shown unusual favor being placed on the 
ground floor with the old-time prisoners from 
the first, and being given a camp  cbair 

his ceili. He does not like our 

. While our bill of fare is not 
such as one would get at the Southern, every- 
thing is sound, clean and subetantial. For 
breakfast every man gets three quarters of a 
pound of bread, about the same amocnt of 
meat and a quart cup of either 
tea or coffee as he may prefer. 
For dinner he cets the same amount of bread 
and meat and instead of coffee, “a quart of 
soup. The bread is as good as any man eats. 
It is baked at the Voor House and is 
used in most of the City iIpestitu- 
tions. The meat is sound and 
substantial. It is first roasted or baked, then 
cut into emall pieces and stewed with a gravy. 
Tne coffee is good Kio, not ‘coffee colored 
water.’ The soup, as Stevens says, is 
made of the water in which the 
meat was cooked, but it is made 
appetizing by the addition of quantities of 
— meat, vegetables of various kinds 
and proper wr Breakfast is served at 
7 o'clock and dinner at 12:30. We are 
wnable to serve more than two meals 
a day on account eof the other business. 
However, the men get more than they cen 
eat, as evidence of which I can show you my 
books where I have recerded the sale 
of barrel after barrel of bread which 
the prisoners throw out of their cells. 
The bedding is sufticient and warm. 
Of course we often find vermin. What else 
could you expect with sueh am aggregation 
as we have inthe inetitution. As soon as we 
discover any evidence of verwin, however, 
we take active steps toward causing 
ite removal. I have never had the 
last complaint from any other than United 
States prisoners. They seem te think they 
should be bettertreated. I cannot see why 
they should get it, however, as they give us 
more trouble coming in and going out 
than our own men. Then, too, 
the Governmest pays the city but 
40 Gente a day for each prisener, while the 
State pays 50 cents. Stevens made no om 
Pilaint while he was in jail. I would be pleased 
te have Marshal Buchanan inspect the jail 
any day be may please at the dinner hour.

Lorpon, Nov. 14.—The Times this morning 
' Publishes the first instaliment ef Explorer 

Stanley official documents relating to the 
. ition for the relief of Emin Pasha, They 
Comprise the log book ofthe officers of the 
rer column, affidavits of Asaad Farran and 
all the surviving officers of the expedition, as 
well as a new statement by Mr. Bonthy. The 
publication will continue on Saturday and 
Monday morning. It begins with the sworn 
statement of Asaad Farrah to Stanley which 
reads as follows: 

** Asand Fatran’s amdavit of the Stanley ex- 
edition and our life at Yambuya Camp in 
Africa from June 22, 1887, to June 8, 1888, by 
Asaad Farran, interpreter of the expedition, 
Whose object in the flowing pages is to give 
an account of what transpired during the stay 
at Yambuya Camp under the command of 
Maj. Barttelot and Lieut. Jameson. When in 
London I was obliged to make a contradiction 
my account for certain reasons, especialiy 
beGause it was thought not desirabie by the 
gommittee that I should give information 
about the expedition. 

After you left Yambuya the men continued 
working, cutting trees for the barhe which 
You left unfinished, @ivyging trenches around 
the camp, clearing the roads and 80 forth. 
Aiter a few days, seeing no food to be got and 
that the surroundiig Viliagers that had de- 
Sérted the villages on Our arrival at Yambuya 
did not return to their Viliageé, the Major 
thought fit to take an armed party of Soudan- 
se soldiers to attack some distant viliages. 
He thereforé took Omar Agha with twenty- 
five Soudanese, and went toa certain village 
res hours walk ffom the camp. On our 
arrival the village was deserted, o we 
marched three hours more to another village. 
Tt also Was deserted. 

ANOTHER IDEA. 

„The Major then formed another idea. He 
pet Mr. Jameson over some Soudanese,order- 
ing them to go into the busb and hide them- 
Sies, and when the hative women Who used 
to come from the other side of the river 
sesfchifig fof food passed that way, they 
Should take such of the young women and 
children as they could and bring them to the 
Camp.

In the night time this soldier watched his 
opportunity and stolethe goat, put itin his 
overcoat pocket and began eating the ment 
raw. Aste could not eat up the whole he 
hid the rest, when relieved, under the grass 
onthe roof of ahut. Neat morning, after an 
inquiry, the man confessed, and the Major 
oruered him 500 lashes. Hewas taken outside 
the camp, where a cross, was fixed by the 
Major especiaily for fiogging. He was beaten 
100 las bes. The Major, seeing his flesh torn 
— the blood flowing in great quantity, 
ordered them to stop flogging unti! afew 
Gaps ben he cot betterand then give him 
the otter 150.

chains and had to march ten hours every 
dayin the hotsun with his hands tied to- 
her, a heavy chain around his waist and 
wearing an overeoat. One howr’s rest was 
given ulm at midday. He continued like this 
fortwo monthe. By this time his flesh was 
stinking from the sures, and worms came out 
of his flesh. I reported this to the Major, 
whereupon he wae relleved foreeven days. 
Mr. Bonny used to give him medicine and the 
Major seeing he was better intended to give 
him the remaining 180 lashes and ordered him

them to pay the price and went to the house 
where he lodged and brought half a 
piece Of handkerthief. He came back 
with this and handed it to the 
man, Who then went away. Ina few minutes 
he came back, teading a girl of about 10 years 
old. The girl was ied by the order of Tippoo 
Tib and the other cniefs, at the request of Mr, 
Jameson, to the native huts to be eateh. Mr. 
Jameson, himself, Selim Masondi and Far- 
hani, Mr. Jameson’s servant, presented to 
him by Tippoo Tib, and many otbers, fol- 
lowed. On reaching the native huts the girl, 
who was led by the man who hau brought her, 
was presented to the cannibals. 

»The man told them: ‘This is a present 
from the white man. He wants to see bow 
you do with her when you eat her.’ The giti 
was taken and tied by the band to a tre 
About five natives were sharpening kuives. 
Then a man came ahd stabbed her witha 
knife twice in the belly. The girl aid not 
scream, but she knew what was going on. 
She was looking right and left as if looking 
for help. When she was stabbed she feil 
down dead. The natives then came and de- 
gan cutting her in pleces. One was cutting 
her leg, another an arm, another the head 
and breast and another took the inner parts 
of the betly. After the meat was divided 
some took it to the river to wash it, and 
others went straight to thelr huts. Dur- 
ing the time Mr. Jameson had a book and 
pencil in his hand making rough sketches of 
the scene. After this was over we also went 
back. I went to the enief’s bouse. On my 
return Mr. Jameson had the sketches already 
finished, painted with water colors. 

„hey are sixamall sketches, neatly dove. 
The fret when the girl was led by the man; 
the second when she was tied to the tree and 
stabbed inthe belly with the blood gushing 
out; another when she was cut in pieces; the 
fourth is the man carrying the leg in one 
hand and the knife in the other; the fifthisa 
man with a native axe and the head and 
breast. The last is the man with the inner 
parts of tne belly. 

Mr. Jameson, when he finished those 
sketches, took them tothe chief’s bouse and 
showed them tothe people there with many 
other sketches, In this villag® Mr. Jameson 
engaged Muni Somoai, the head leader of the 
400 men, agreeing to ive him $5,000. We 
there left Riba, and on the way Tippoo Tib 
received a letter from Selim Ben Mohammed 
at Yambuya, telling about the quarrel be- 
tween him and the Major, which vexed ‘lip- 
poo Tib very much. On our arrival at Stan- 
ley Falls, about; the end of May, we 
found asteamer, A T. A., there. The Major 
was also at Stanley Falls, and Mr. Jameson, 
heuring abeut the quarrel between the Major 
and Selim Ben Mohammed, said: ‘Now Is 
just the time we want, because Stanley is 
dead. 
this expedition. It Stanley is really dead we 
shall find it out. If he is only taken prisoner 
we shall felieve him. In any case we shall 
start tor the relief of Emin Pasha.’ 

Ma. Barttelot, before sending me to 
Kasango, when he promised me $500, told me 
if it was true Stanley waa dead or imprisoned 
by the kings and he would relieve him he 
would become acolonel. Therefore both of 
them were very ahxious to start their expedl- 
tion. In a few days we all left the falle for 
Yambuya. Pippoo Tib himself accompanied 
the 400 men to the camp. The steamer also 
followed intwoor three days. The steamer 
Staniey also arrived at the camp. 

‘*Capt. Van Gele, who cameup in Le Stan- 
ley, saw the sketches of Mr, Jameson about 
the vill. He was surprised how Mr. Jameson 
could see such a thing. Heexamined the 
story fromthe men who were with us. Mr. 
Jameson, being proud of such a sight showed 
these sketches te ali the officers of the camp 
and the officers of the steamers. When asked 
if be saw them killing the girl he made a con- 
tradiction in his statements to the different 
officers. To Mr. Troup be said one thing, to 
Mr. Boany another. The Major then sent me 
home with Mr. Troup because Mr. 
Troup was. very sick at the time, 
and had not spoken with the Major forthe 
last three months before he left. Ihe Major 
also gave ordérs that no one should go to Mr. 
Troup todo him any service. The officers of 
the camp were divided into two divisions, 
Mr. Jameson and Maj. Barttelot being one and 
Mr. Ward, Mr. Troup and Mr. Bonny another. 
All were afraid ofthe Major, as he was supe - 
rior to all the officers. 

„There are many other stories which I can- 
notremember now, and have not time to 
think aboutthem, because the steamer will 
leave Suez the day after to-morrow. IfI miss 
it [shall have to walt another four weeks. I 
shall make a proper account of the expedition 
on board the steamer, and shall send it from 
Mombassa or Aden if I finish it.

BONNY TALKS. 

William Bonny was seen yesterday by a rep- 
resentative of the London Times, to whom, 
after considerable persuasion, he consented 
to give the full story of cannibalism with 
which the name of Jameson is connected, so 
far as the facts had come under Bonny’s per- 
sonal notice. 

The relation between that act of cannipal- 
ism,”’ said Mr. Bonny, and the disaster to 
the tear column ofthe Ewin Pasha Relief 
Expedition was probably closer then most 
people suspected. I bave very strong reason 
for believing that had Jameson's name never 
been connected with this unfortunate incident 
both Barttelot and himself would be alive to- 
day. Tue facts which have led me to this 
conclusion are these: Asaad Ferran first told 
the etory of tue act of cannibalism to the 
authorities of the Congo Free State. These 
authorities were indignant and excited, and 
forced Asaad Fefran to make an affidavit re- 
lating tothe Whole story. That story they 
forwarded tothe government at home, and 
through this channel and others of a private 
nature all the details of the case Were in 
danger of being exposed in Europe. 
Maj. Harttelot beeame aware of the full 
story and was much excited over it. He 
took notes in his diary of the circumstances 
as they were related to him, and I believe he 
had also a complete copy of the affidavit of 
Asaad Ferran, made at the time when Maj. 
Barttelot arrived at the village where I was 
in July, 1888, and where he was killed. He 
was full of this story and terribly unnerved 
and excited about it. Almost the first thing 
be did upon his Arrival was to take one of the 
red books in which he kept his diary, dash it 
down before me on the table, crying angrily 
and indignantly: ‘Look at that, Bonny; read 
that. Isball lose my commission.’ 

‘*‘T read portions of the diary which Maj. 
Barttelot pointed out. They comprised the 
stury relating to Jameson and the cannibal 
incident. Ali duriug my readiue he taiked 
incessantiy about losing his commission and

ead and neck of a native, which he sent to 
Kugland to be embalned. I have myself seen 
this gad in a glass case at the house of Mrs. 
Jameson in London. It is not merely the 
skull, but a preserved bead with the skin and 
hair upon it.

An Anti-Trast Company Organized to 
Build One in Rock Springs. 


The Central Distilling Co. which was re- 
cently incorporated in this, city will be one 
of the few spirits and alcoho! distilleries in 
the country which does not belong to the 
powerful whisky trust. At a meéting heida 
few days azo. T. 8. Teuscher, 
the. Locust treet liquor dealer, was 
elected president of the company, 


William H. Lee of the firm of Wood & Lee, 
Treasurer, and H. A. Stein wender of Stein- 
wender & Seliner, Secretary. These three 
gontlemen with Louls Mette of Mette & Kahn, 
George O. Menke of the Nelson Distilling Uo. 

J. H. Rottmann of J. H. Rottmann & Co. and 
Albert Stracke of Stracke & Caesar, compose 
the board of directors. it will be seen that 
— are all Wholesale liquor dealers, the 
entire stock of the eompany being held 
by men in tliat business. They are erecting a 
distillery in Rock Springs on the track of the 
Wabash Raliroad beyond Vandéventer ave- 
nue. It will be quite a large one, and will 
have a capacity of grinding 3,000 busheis of 
grain a aay. The company haa a paid up 
capitai stock of 160, 000. The distilling of 
spirits and aleohol is confined aimost entirely 
tothe West aud the only very large distili- 
leries not now in the trust are H. H. Schu- 
feldt & Co. and the Calumet Distillery Co., 
both of Chicago. The Dodsworth Distillery 
of Cincinnati is another which is not in the 
trust, but it ie not 890 large as the Chicago 
concerns. The Cass Avenue Distilling Co. of 
this city and the Belleville Distiliing Co. have 
never gone into the trust, but both have 
plants of a very limited capacity.

Tue telegram goes on farther to 
say that Cary’s performances on the track in 
the past go to show that he is made ot re- 
markable stuffasarunner. His past life also 
demonstrates that de is gritty and deter- 
mined in bis enaeavors outside of the athiet- 
ie sphere. He is now working his way 
through college, and the manner in which he 
conducts hie business inthe college book- 
store increases, if anything, the respect in 
Which he is held by his college mates. 

Cary Was 23 yeara old last May. He was 
born in Malue, but went West as séon as he 
was old enough to work fer himself. Two 
years’ experience in the Black Hills did not 
detract from any physical ruggedness be 
might have gained before he entered college, 


For five years he was employed in Chicago in’ 


the well-known establishmeat of A: C. Me- 
OClura & Co. It was at Oberlin College that he 
first made his mark as a racer. If his dashes 
in the 100 yafds three local trainers credited 
him with from 9% te 10 seconds. A year ago 
at the Western championships held at Detroit, 
Cary met Owen for the first time and de- 
feated him in the 100 yards with threé 
yards to spare, in even time—10 seconds. At 
the same meeting he won the 220- yard run, 
the watches of the timers varying from 214-5 
to 22% seconds. He also won the quarter the 


same day. When Cary entered Princeton last 
fall he had just given up a position ina store 


which he ned held all the summer. He virtu- 
ally came on the Princeton track at the 
fall meeting without preparatory training. It 
was at this time that he was besten by 
Vreden burgh of Princeton in 10 seconds, and 
from the showing made in this race opisions 


bave been drawn adverse to his ability to do 
the distance in less than even time. 

Cary trained continuously last winter and 
bad an unbroken line of successes in the in- 
door meetings, in which he was entered for 
the 100-yard dashes. He also distinguished 
himselfin the shorter dashes, notably in the 
Forty-seventh Regiment xames, where he 
won from Lee in the 75-yard event in 81-5 sec- 
onds’ time. Inthe Twelfth Regiment games, 
held last March, Ca made a remarkable 
showing. This raee had 106 entries and re- 
guired twenty-three beats. Only once has 
Oary’s time in this race been beaten, and that 
by Lon Myers on acinder path, whereas this 
race was run on a board floor. All three of 
Cary’s heate were run in 6 3-5s8., while the 
record of Myers for the same distance is 
6 2-5s. Last spring Cary overtrained. He 
entered the intercollegiate shoft-distance 
contests seven ee under weight, and was 
deteated by C. H. Shérrill of Yale. His per- 
formances on the track both before and since 
have warrahted thé assumption that Cary is 
miich the better man of the two. Princeton 
men belleve that Cary will yet establish a 
world’s record ip the 100 yards at a time and 
place that will preclude doubt as to its gen- 
uineness.
